Hanging around has paid off big for 
Wayne “Buzzy” Dobler. TV's hottest star 
says that, for him, these are.... 


Another argument between Buzzy and his girlfriend Lulu. “I'm sick of hearing you say ‘Whoooeee’ to everything I 
say,” complains Lulu, and Buzzy replies in a predictable way. 





“Sometimes I just can't believe it's 
happening to me,” Wayne Dobler says 
seriously. “I'll be hanging around, sit- 
ting on a park bench or lying in a door- 
way—you know, just like I do on the 
show. And I'll say to myself, ‘Wayne, 
you son of a gun, you're a star! I don't 
know how or why, but you're the big- 
gest thing since sliced meat!’ Maybe 
some day I'll be able to explain my suc- 
cess. But for now, I just want to hang 
around and humbly enjoy being an 
overnight sensation.” 

Off-camera, Wayne doesn't sound 
like Buzzy Truffle, the teenage charac- 
ter he plays. But the millions of fans 
who tune in to watch him on Those 
Good Old Days every Thursday night 
would immediately recognize that tight- 
lipped smile and those curious, twitch- 
ing eyebrows. BANANAS talked to 
Wayne during a break in the taping of 
his show. We asked him how it feels to 
be playing junior high drop-out Buzzy 
Truffle. 

“It's hard to say,” he said, frantically 
scratching his scalp just the way Buzzy 
does when confronted by Lulu or Porky. 
“I'm an actor, you know. And one role 
is supposed to be just like another. But I 
have to admit that playing Buzzy Truffle 
means something special to me. When I 
step into the jeans, t-shirt, and suede 
vest that I wear to play Buzzy, some- 
thing inside me changes. And it isn't 
just because the vest is too tight. I feel 
that I am the character. I believe in 








Buzzy and all the money I've made 

because of him. I think that's why audi- 
ences—and especially teenagers—have 
responded so enthusiastically to Buzzy.” 

Wayne asked if he could autograph 
a few photographs while we talked, 
and we said of course. He took out a 
stack of photographs of himself as 
Buzzy and picked up a pen. “How do 
you spell Buzzy?” he asked. “Is that with 
one or two B's?” 

Master’s Degree 

Wayne sipped a Coke and signed 
autographs as we continued our con- 
versation. “Your life has been very dif- 
ferent from Buzzy Truffle’s life,” we said. 

“Yes, that's true,” he quickly agreed. I 
went to Harvard and I have a Master's 
Degree in Physical Education. Buzzy, of 
course, is a junior high drop-out. And 
I've had a lot of advantages that Buzzy 
hasn't. I lived in Sweden for six years. 
My father is president of a TV network. 
Buzzy has never left Oshkosh, and he is 
an orphan. 

“But I feel that I still really under- 
stand Buzzy. His desire to hang around, 
his need not to go anywhere, not to do 
anything, to collect all the rubber ducks 
he can get his hands on. I understand 
those feelings. I forget my background 
and I become Buzzy Truffle.” 

Wayne finished his Coke. He called 
for his valet to come in and crush the 
Coke can for him. “Who had the idea 
for Those Good Old Days?” we asked. 

“The show, believe it or not, was the 
inspiration of one man, one beautiful 
guy,” Wayne said. “You've probably 
never heard his name. But I think he’s 
the most brilliant producer in the busi- 
ness. Morty Gerberg. That's my main 


man. Or is it Murray Gerberg? Hmmm.... 


Maury Greenberg? Well... he's my 
best friend in the world, believe me. 

“Morty was just hanging around one 
day, trying to think of an idea for a new 
show. And all of a sudden, it just came 
to him. That's the kind of genius he is. 
He said to himself: ‘I've got a new kind 
of program, something no one else has 
ever tried. A show about a teenage 
drop-out in the 1960's!’ What a genius 
that man is. That's how Those Good Old 
Days was born. That's the whole story. I 
owe it all to Murray—er, Marty. 

“And I'll tell you something else. You 
know the talking squirrel on the show? 
That-was Morty's idea too! What a bril- 
liant guy. You probably won't believe 
this, but some weeks that talking squir- 
rel gets almost as much fan mail as I do!” 

Wayne's pen broke, so he had to stop 
autographing pictures. We asked him if 
he had to audition for the part of Buzzy. 

“Yes, I had to audition—and was I

nervous! Believe it or not, there were 
some people who didn't think I was 
right for the part of Buzzy. I guess they 
had watched me in the Geritol commer- 
cials—I did Gerito] commercials for 10 
years before I got this job—and they 
thought I could only do commercials. 

“Well, when I slipped into the suede 
vest and pretended to comb my head, I 
guess everyone realized that I was 
Buzzy Truffle. I got the part the next 
day. Of course it also helped that I 
knew a little something about Morty 
Gerberg, something that he might not 
want the newspapers to find out. But, let 
me tell you, we've been one big happy 
family on this show ever since. Whoooeee!” 

“Whoooeee!” 

Hearing that familiar “Whoooeee” 
really gave us goosebumps. It was as if 
Wayne had suddenly become Buzzy 
without moving a muscle. Teenagers all 
across the U.S. have been going 
“Whoooeee” ever since Buzzy Truffle 
said it to Lulu on the first show of the 
season. 

The taping was about to start up 
again, so we had time to ask Wayne 
just one last question. “How does it 
make you feel to have so many teenage 
fans?” we asked. “Do you like being so

popular with young people?” 

Wayne frowned as he slipped into 
his suede vest. “When I'm sitting in a 
restaurant and some teenager comes 
up and swipes my pie for a souvenir, I 
start to wonder if it's all worth it. But I 
have to admit that I’m starting to adjust 
to being a famous celebrity. The first 
time I was walking down a street and 


saw a teenager wearing a Buzzy t-shirt, 


I just couldn't believe it! I don't make a 


cent from those t-shirts, and I don't think 


that's fair. 

“T still can't believe all the fan mail I 
get. It's all stacked up in a warehouse 
somewhere. And it really gives me a 
thrill to see all the Buzzy posters in all 
the store windows, although I don't 
think the posters really do me justice. 

“All of this attention really shows that 
Buzzy has touched something in Ameri- 
can teenagers. They identify with the 
way he looks, the way he walks, the 
way he hangs around, wasting every 
day of his life. And I want to promise 
your readers one thing.

If I can possibly 
help it.”
